Sergeants Monaghan, Sheehan and Dorsh 
te Be Degraded and Sent Out te Join 
Frontier Regiments—These Men Were 
in a Great Measure Responsible for the 
Desertions and the Outrages at the 
Barracks—Charges Made by the ‘‘Post- 
Dispatch” en Which the Three Were 
Punished—A Resume ot the Reform at 
the Post Which Followed the ‘‘Post- 
Dispatch” Revelations—Another Result 
Is That Congress Will Be Asked to In- 
vastigate the Condition ef Enlisted Men 
Throughout the United States. 


The following dispatch was received from 
Washington this morning: 


‘*WASHINGTOR, D. C., Oct. 25.—The follow. 
ing- named non-commissioned officers ot Com- 
pany Bot Instruction, mounted service, Jet - 
ferson Barracks, Mo., will be reduced to the 
ranks by the Department Commander for im- 
proper treatment of recruits at that depot: 
First Seret. les P. Monaghan, Sergt. 
George Sheeban and  “Sergt. Leonard 
Dorsch. They will be assigned and forwarded 
to regiments without delay.’’ 


What It Means. 


This proves whether the charges made 
against non-c joned officers at Jefter- 
son Barracks by the Post-D1sPaTcH reporter- 
recruit were trueornot. It shows that the 
charges made against these men were proved 
to the satisfactiog of the Secretary of War and 
the Adjatant- General, who has taken such 
prompt action in the matter. 

WHO THESE MEN ARE. 

These men were non-commissioned officers 
in the company to ich the ‘‘reporter-re- 
cruit’’ belon eo Wr Jeiferson Barracks 
and are the only, mon-co 
now inthe company egainst whom charges 
were brought. There were anumber of oth- 
ers who were charged with offenses similar to 
these, but Company Commander Capt. Wal- 
lace and Commanding Officer Wint took time 
by the forelock and got rid of the others be- 
fore the investigation commenced. 

Sergt. Monaghan was First Sergeant og Com - 
pany B. The charges against him were raf- 
fling watches to the recruits under pressure, 
that is,giving them the impression that it would 
add to their comfort to invest in these raffles; 
harsh and brutal treatment toward the re- 
cruits, instances being given of his striking 
them with a carbine and coursing them; 
charges of running games for the purpose of 
plucking the recruits of ‘money; negligence 
in explaining to the men important things 
connected with their duties and relating to 
their comfort and, in fact, gross abuse of the 
privileges accorded him because of his posi- 
tion. 

Sergt. George Sheehan was first duty ser- 
geant of the same company. The charges 
against nim were the most brutal and wanton 
torture to prisoners in the guard- house, tying 
them up by the wrists until they fainted, etc. ; 
conducting gambling games for pluck- 
ing the recruits; gross abuse of 
the recruits and taking advantage 
of his position to brutally treat them; 
the use of profane and obscene language 


to men in the ranks. One specific charge 
against Sergt. Sheehan was that he compelled 
the recruits to drill until they fainted from 
exhaustion, and practiced the most revolting 
cruelty on the men under his charge. 

Sergt. Dorsch was the kitchen sergeant of 
Company B, the same company. The charges 

ainst Dorsch were the most serious 
0 any, but owing to 7 lack 
of witnesses who were present when 
the reporter recruit was at the Barracks and 
the pressure brought to bear on the witnesses 
to suppress evidence, the most serions 
charges were permitted to pass. He is the 
Sergeant accused of murdering a negro re- 
cruit. 

The charges which were unquestionably 
proved against him were the brutal treatment 
of men, profane and obscene language to men 
in the ranks, confining men in the guard-house 
to satisfy a personal grudge, conducting gam- 
bling games and ing watches, and, most 
important of all, bis failure to provide the 
men with sufticient food, and the favoritism 
shown the non-commissioned officers by pur- 
chasing for them extra articles ot food, which 
were paid for out of the money saved on the 
rations of the recruits. 

The above named men were all charged with 
the confining of recruits in the guard -house 
without giving the men an opportunity of ex- 
plaining their case or giving them a nos to 
see their company Oommander.

Have you any complaint to make regard- 
ing harsh trearment?’’ 

„Tes, sir; Ihave been sworn at and cursed 
by non-commissioned officers.’’ 

An eye witness described some of Sergt. 
Sheeban’s cruelty as follows: 

The witness told astory of the stringing up 
of a prisoner. Boone, a white man and a 
colored man had what the witness called a 
little engagement’’ in the guard-house one 
night. Sergt. Sheehan entered while the men 
were scuffiing. He seemed afraid of the 
colored man and said nothing whatever to 
him, but had Boone’s hands handeuffed be- 
hind bis back. Arope was attached to the 
handcuffs and Boone was pulied up by this 
rope until he stood on his toes, and his arme 
were drawn up so that he suffered terribly. 
He was left there for a long time. 

Another recruit said: One night I saw 
Sorgt. Sheehan string up a man pamed Boone 
by the wrists for thirty-five minutes. ne 
had been struck by acolored man and had 
made a move as — to ie when he 
was dragged out and Strung up. He was ieft 
hanging hy the arms with his feet off the floor. 

ands had been handouffed behind him, 
and he was left there for thirty-five minutes.’ 

Sergt. Dorsch was visited in his kitehen by 
the Inspector-General and his staff, and this 
was what he found: 

Company B's kitchen was uficiean, but the 
dinner was better thaa C, Dor A, with the 
exception of the soup, which was vile, being 
hot water with barely a taste of cabbage in it. 
There was no coffeeand the supply of meat 
was short of the needs of the men.

IMPORTANT CHANGES. 

It had been customary to compel the prison- 
ers in the guard-house to wait until their 
release from prison before they received any 

The rule left them without any money 

ey had to depend wholly on their 

triends to furnish them with necessaries out- 

side of rations. Col. Bernard pronounced 

this rule unlawful and ordered the prisoners 

to 2 paid on the regular pay day at the Bar- 
racks. 

Col. has also seen that the food 
given the recruits has been poopenty inspected 
and that they ware allowed the rations issued 
by the Government. 

The bar in the sutier’s store was closed in 
consequence of an order from Washington 
prohibiting the sale of liquor by the post 
trader to the recruits. 

For about five weeks the officer of the day 
has carefully examined the meat as furnished 
by the contractor, which is a needed change, 
and secures the recruits much better meat 
than before. 

Up to ten or twelve days o the recruits 
in Company B had no sugar in their coffee. 
Capt. Wallace came into the mess-room ons 
morning at breakfast and tasted the coffee. 
He at once asked where the sugar was, and 
since then the men have regularly been 
allowed sugar. 

The commissioned officers pay more atten- 
tion to the drill of recraits than formerly, aud 
éach day atthe drill hours they can be seen 
closely watching the men and the non-com- 
missioned officers. 

The recruits have been given moreiprivileges, 
such as a larger number of passes, and they 
are made out for a longer period. : 

Instead of showing so much favoritism in 
the placing of recruits on guard they are 
given more equal privileges. 

A large number of non-commissioned offi- 
cers have been reduced to the ranks and sent 
to the front ane men who it was thought 
would treat recruits more kindly have been 
put in their places.

Early this morning, 
while walking his beat, he detected 
a man crouching in the doorway of the resi- 
dence of Dr. Fischel, 2647 Washington ave- 
nue. The fellow was fumbling with the lateh 
and did not notice the officer until the latter 
had almost reached the gate . Disregarding the 
command to halt, the intruder then ran 
rapidly down the street, 
DRAWING HIS REVOLVER 
and firingas he fied. The officer returned 
the fire and a brisk exchange of 
‘shots ensued. The third ball from the 
burglar’s weapon struck Cochran in the left 
thigh and felled him. Recovering in an in- 
stant he rose and shot again. This time his 
aim was perfect and the burglar fell. 
Attracted by the sound of the firing other

Both 
men were removed to the Dispensary. 
There the burglar gave his name 
as John Little, 35 years of age, and claimed 
that his home was in Massachusetts.

Tim Donovan Emptiecs Two Ch 
His Revolver at James Sargent. 


About 1:30 o’clock a shooting occurred at 
Twelfth and St. Charles streets which may re- 
sultin the death of one of the two men con- 
cerned In it. 

Both men who engaged in the row drive 
furnitare and piano cars and have stands on 
Twelfth street along from Washington avenue 
south ward. 

The troubie which led to the shooting began 


back last week. A man whose name is not 
known came along there about Fri- 
day of last week and said that he 
wanted some hauling done, and wanted elther 
Donovan or Sargent to do it.

The next day Sargenttook up the fight of 
his friend Behan and taiked to Donovan about 
the matter. 

This morning abouts o’clock the first trou- 
bie occurred, and Sargent and Donovan got 
together on Twelfth street near St. Charles, 
and commenced to fight. 

The en who were standing about inter- 
fered afd separated the combatants before 
either one of them was burt. 

Donovan got up on his wagon and drove off, 
going down town. When he came back 
what occurred i told differently by different 
witnesses. 
Donovan simply walked up to Sargent in front

fired twice in rapid succession. 

Others state thatsome words were passed 
before the shooting happened, and that the 
two nad a short quarrel after which Donovan 
drew his pistol and fired. 

Sargent was struck twice in the face, one 
ball § enterin his chin and the other bis 
face on the left side aud ranging backward 
and downward. Donovan was arrested and 
taken to the Four Courts and placed 
under lock and key until the result 
of Sargent’s injuries could be learned. 

Donovan is 44 years of age and lives at 2328

How the Crew of the Ship Earn- 
moor Sustained Life.

Story Told by Two 
of the Survivors. 


A Flying-Fish and Baw Sea Birds the Only 
Food for Eleven Men—William Davis, a 
Seaman, Attemptsto Murder the Fire- 
man—The Starving Men Eat the Flesh of 
Three Dead Companions and Quench 
Their Thirst by Drinking Blood—Sicken- 
ing Narrative of Carl Graves and Ludwig 
Leder—The Wreck.

Barrmonxx, Md., Octr 28.—Oari Graves, fire- 
man, and Ludwig Loder, seaman, the two 
survivore of the crew of the steamship Earn- 
moor, told last nightastory, horribie in its 
details, of the way they sustained life by can- 
nibalism fordavs. Loder said: 

„The only food we had the first fifteen days 
inthe boat was a fying fish and afewraw 
mall sea birds divided among eleven men. 
On the sixteenth day out William Davis, a 
seaman, caught me by the throat and made a 
dash at my head withaknife. He ent me on 
the right cheek, the scar from which still re- 
mains, as you will see. He was told to kill 
me by August Plagge, afireman. When Davis 
began to cut me some of my companions 
caught him, but others shouted: 

KILL HIM! KILL HIM! 
We want something to eat. 
ing. It seems that Plagge, Davis and others 
in one end of the boat had decided that I 
should die, as, Isuppose, being pretty fat, I 
looked inviting. Plagge was placed on watch 
that night, but he was missing next morning. 
No one saw him go overboard. On the sev- 
enteenth day Wm. Robinson lay down to 
sleep. When they tried to call him they 
found him dead. It was determined to cat 
his flesh and William Wright, the 
cook, was ordezed to carve the 
body. The first thing done was to 
smash in Robinson’s skull and from the frac- 
ture each one sucked the blood as long as it 
would last, which was but a little while. Then 
the cook 
STRIPPED THE FLESH FROM THE RIBS. 

The next day this flesh in strips was placed 
on top of the water-tight compartments and 
dried in the sun. After takingout Robinson's 
liver, heart and other parte which would fur- 
nish biood to be sucked; they threw his mu- 


tilated body into the sea. Two days after 
Robinson’s death Third Engineer Thomas 
Hunt died. His body was also cut up for 
their food. 

In about three days, said Loder, ‘‘the 
limbs and feet ofall began to swelland several 
have since broken out in ugly sores. We think 
it is poison from the human flesh and blood. 

MENTAL ANGUIGH. 

Both Graves and Loder say that they have 
no recollection of the taste of human flesh, 
no great was their mental anguish at the time. 
The only recollection of taking it is in feeling 
theirjown biood guicken as it coursed through 
veins. 


Story of the Wreck. 


TNé steamer Earnmoor sailed from Baltimore 
August 2, dound for Rio Janerio. she 
was stanch steel vessel and 
carried A carzo of 86, 200 bushels 


of wheat consigned by Messrs. Tile, Muller & 
© who had chartered the vessel tor this 
as an experiment in shipping wheat 

to Brazil. She was commanded by Uapt. 
Richard J. Gray and had a complement of 
twenty-six wen all told. August 30 she 
reached Hampton Roads, but put 
to see again at once. On the 
night ot September 8 she encountered high 
winds, which increased to a hurricane the fol- 
lowing day, and she was compeliced to 
heave to, as nearly every heavy den 
made a clean breach over der. She 
an to ship water, ana finally 
her hatches were burst and the water rushing 
in drowned her fires, leaving the vessel. totally 
at the mercy ofthe waves. The crew worked 
manfuly at the pumps but in spite 
oftheir efforte the water rapidly gained on 
them, as the pounding of.the waves 
on her hull caused der seams to open. 
On the morning of September 5 
all hope was given up and Capt. Gray ordered 
the boats lowered. The steamer was by this 
time ubout 350 miles off the coast 
of» Fiorida.

TROUBLED THEOSOPHISTS 


MMF. BLAVATSKY DENOUNOKS MR. MICHAEL 
A. LANE AS AN IMPOSTOR. 


Tne High Priestess Stirred Up by the Prob- 
ings of the Reporter—8is Trip to Eng- 
land Made Solely to Disclose the Madame 
as a Fraud—What Mr. Lane’s Friends in 
St. Louis Think of It. 


Michael Angelo Lane, formerly connected 
with the local staff of the Posr-Disr TOR. has 
suddenly become the center of observation in 
the theosophical world through ‘‘an open 
letter’’ to ail theosophistse in Amer- 
ica, from Mme. H. F. Rlavatsky 
of London, England, the head of the order. 
This open letter is the result of a trip made 
by Mr. Lane to England. Four months ago he 
resigned his position and went to New York, 
where he associated with the American repre- 
sentatives of the society and then paid a visit 
to Madame Blavatsky in London. He was gone 


four months, and on his return accepted a 

positian on the local staff of the Chicago 

Times, where he is now engaged. Few knew of 

his object in going to England until to-day, 

when the following telegram was sent out by 

the Associated Press from New York City: 
THE ANNOUNCEMENT. 

„„The irrepressible Mme. Biavateky, high 
priestess of theosophy, anda former Ameri- 
can newspaper reporter, Michael Angelo 
Lane, have had a falling out. The 6x-report- 
er journeyed to England, professing to be a 
dyed-in-the- wool orthodox theosophist of the 
Blavateky stripe, whereas his real purpose ac- 
cord Madame’s account was 
to in the foot-steps of 
Mesers. Coulomb and Hodson and other 
would-be exposers of the mysterious tran- 
scendental operations of the innermost theo- 
sophic circles. Mme. Blavatsky says she took 
a strong dislike to the young man, 

DISMISSED HIM FROM HER 
secret audience, and now, by means of one of 
her semi-annual fulminations to theosophists

Forsaking journalismfor theosophy 
he gave his heart and soul tothe cause, drifted 
to the New York theosophists and finally 
landed at Bilavatseky’s house in London.

nk SCHOOL BOOKS. 0 

The question as tothe policy of using 
common school money to buy ,school 
books for the rich as well as tor the poor 
is entirely a question of „ 
according to the cloth. 

The children of the heaviest tax-payers 
have as good aright as the children of 
non-tax-payers to the benefits of all school 
fund expenditures. To furnish only the 
poor with free school books and make 
those who are able buy their own books 
is merely one way of imposing an addi- 
tional school tax upon those who are able 
to pay it. 

But it is contended that the democratie 
sentiment of equality and fellowship in- 
culoated by the co-education of rich and 
poor alike at the public expense is one of 
the bestand most wholesome effects of 
our public school system, and that to 
consistently carry out this democratic 
idea in all the operations ot 
the system, we must furnish 
free books as well as free school room and 
free tuition, alike to those who are and 
those who are not able to pay for them. 
The books are as essential as the use of a 
school-house or the services of a teacher, 
and to let some pay for any of these while 
we give the same free to others on the 
ground of poverty is to introduce a visi- 
ble and offensive line of class distinction 
into our common school system. So runs 
the argument for an indiscriminate issue 
of free books, 

Now if the money could be spared with- 
out diverting it from more important 
uses—that isto say, without keeping the 
great majority of children inadequately 
supplied with school room and tuition— 
there would be little objection to this free 
books proposition, although some might 
see in it a foundation for a further de- 
mand that the school children should all 
be fed at a common table and ail 
be provided with clothes of the same 
make at the public expense. There are 
many good uses to which a school fund 
surplus might be devoted if there were 
more than enough to accomplish its own 
paramount purpose. 

But the insurmountable objection to 
diversions of school money to sundry 
meritorious uses is the startling fact that 
just such diversions have kept multitudes 
of children excluded for want of room in 
all our cities, compelled four-fifths of 
those admitted to put up with insufficient 
teaching from overtasked teachers in 
overcrowded rooms, and sent a majority 
of the pupils, whose school life is necessa- 
rily short, away with much less benefit 
than they should have received in the 
years they could spend at school. Let us 
first put an end to this long-standing and 
continuing wrong. It is not a question of 
judiciously spending a school surplus; it 
is the far more serious question of making 
a limited school revenue do first and do 
well its proper and most important work.

biing walls and 
plaster and the 
rocking of substan- 
tial buildings was what greeted the awakening 
citizens of Montreal at 6:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning. The vibrations seemed to come 
from the northern district of the city where 
St. Jean Baptist Ward is situated, and there 
the shock was terrific ia ite severity. Whole 
fronte of buildings. were driven in, 
walls tumbied and chaos reigned. Women 
wore thrown or sprang shrieking from their 
beds; men rushed half naked from their 
houses in a perfect frenzy, and fora few mo- 
ments all were convinced that Montreal was 
being destroyed by an earthquake. When the 
people had recovered their senses, however, 
they discovered that the whole stock of dyna- 
mite held by Robert Baker, who had the con- 
tract for building a main sewer on Cadiux 
street, bad exploded and that hu- 
man life was involved in one common ruin. 
80 far only one death is known to 
have been caused by the disaster, although it 
is rumored in the vicinity of the accident that 
two other men have beenjbiown to pieces. Up 
ward of sixty,however, are known to be more 
or less seriously injured,and of this numberifive 
or iK may die.

The large majority of the stock will ve voted 
by the representatives of the Laciede, re- 
ceived from the Gas Trust, but there are over 
1,000 shares heid by individuals and estates, 
and the people controlling it have persistent- 
ly refused all propositions te sell to the new 
owners of the Laciede and Trust properties. 
The offers made have generally been coneid- 
erably above the market Value, so that itis 
inferred that the individual holders will make 
the Laciede play a price that will give even a 
still greater share value for their stock.

The Talented Comedian and His Company 
| Sore e Big Success Before a Large and 
Representative Audience—The Make Up 
of “The Senator”"—What It Is Like— 
Features of the Performance, 


The tide of Mr. W. H. Urane’s personal and 
professional popularity reached the highest 
point it bas ever attained in this city af the 
Olympic last evening. 

The production of his new play, The Sena- 
ter, written by Sidney Rosenfeld and the 
late David D. Lloyd in the height of his first in - 
dividual engagement, the brilliant saccess of 
which is assured, served as tne occasion of an 


|} ovation to the cumedian. 


4 large and thoroughly representative audi- 
ence gathered in the theater. The boxes 
were Hiled, Mr. Jay Gould and his party occu- 
lng one of them, and neariy every seat in 
theater was taken. It was a finely intel 
gout house, embracing the cream of St. Louis 
theater goers. That at the first performance 
of the play Mr. Crane and his able support 
kept such an audience ina ripple of laughter 
and applause and wrought it up to the highest 
pitch of enthusiasm, may be put down asa 
triumph forthe comedian, his company and 
the play. Mr.Crane was called out after each 
act, and at the close of the third act he 
was given four recalls, in one of which he in- 
troduced the author. Speeches were demand - 
ed ef both. Mr. 
thanks to the audience for ite warm reception 
of the work and his appreciation of the intel- 
ligent co-operation of Mr. Crane and his com- 
peny. Mr. Crane im a few feeling words 
thanked the public of St. Louls for its ani- 
form kindness to him and his sense of obliga- 
tion to his dramatists and his company. He 
referred with what he called justifiable pride 
to the fact that he had produced succesfully 
two American comedies within six weeks. 

Of the pronounced popular bit of last even- 
ing’s production there can be no doubt. 
The audience was in entire sympa- 
thy with the stage. Its enjoyment 
was thorough and was expressed by hearty 
laughter and enthusiastic applause. A large 


part ofthis enjoyment was undoubtedly due 
to Mr. Craue and his company. Despite evi- 
"dent nervousness there was a strong deter- 
mination tomake the play a ‘‘go.’’ Eve 
member of the cast worked with fine spirit, 
harmony and intelligence, and while reducing 
the mistakes and hesitations of a first night 
toa winimam further reduced the effect of 
them by the dash of the performance. 

At first impression the play does not strike 
one as a strong play. It is neither original in 
conception and development nor isit well 
constricted. It ls a play practically without 
an latense situation l to its 
development. Only situations 
which may be dramatic 
are in the play. One, is the contemplated 
elopement of the wife of the Secretary of 
State with an Austrian diplomat; and the other 
is the passage of the Denman claim by the 
Senate. The first does not belong to the vital 
action of the drama, and is used only as an 
occasion for displaying the characteristic 
force, cleverness and activity of the Senator. 
The second belongs to the plot essentially, but 
it bardly presents itself as a matter of su- 
preme importance. In both the interest is 
cleverly worked up. In the passage of the 
claim bill particularly the interestand anxiety 
ot the stage is communicated to the house by 
skilifal action. But it is not really a life and 
death matter, as the millionaire Senator is in 
love with the daughterof the claimant and 
there is no reason to believe that all will not 
fare well, whether the claim is passed or re- 
jected. It is a manifest imitation of the 
crisis in Henrietta stock on the floor of the 
Stock Kxchange in The Henrietta, ’’ but it 
has not the powerful motives nor the dramatic 
intensity of that scene. There are suggestions 
of For Congress and Ihe Mighty Dollar“ 
throughout. It may be because the themes 
and the principal charecters have strong 
points of similarity, but they are present. 

The most noticeable fault in the construe- 
struction of the play is that the climax is 
reached in the third or next to the iast 
act. The last act, therefore, is a sort of 
addendum or conclusion to the story proper, 
in which the Senator is given the piace of the 
deus ex machinaand arranges everything to 
the satistaet on of everybody. It is impossi- 
bie to subscribe tothe Senator’s methods in 
every case, but he does his work well, and 
with such ingenious skill that the audience is 
with bim. e episode of the intrigue of Mrs. 
Armstrong, the wife of the Secretary of State, 
has little real reason for being, except to in- 
troduce a villainously fierce and determine. 
libertine who shows his love by scowling 
viciously. The denouement of this episodesis 
dramatically weak and has ite only excuse in 
offering a chance for the Senator to work his 
mentality. 

The play is really a succession of episodes 
and incidents. The strength of it lies in the 
number and brightness of them, their skilful 
treatment, the clever sketching and contrast- 
— 1. obaracter, andthe frequent pithy and 
witty lines. It can searcely fall to be built 
into acapital comedy entertainment. There 
is plenty of laughter in it. 

ith the Denman claim of long standing as 
a basis the principal character introduced is 
that of Senator Hannibal Rivers, a typical 
millionaire politician with impulstve 4 
Strong mental foree, and fine physical energy. 
Everyone depends on him, and he rushes 
through business with cyclone inpetuosity. 
Among the others is 4 sweet Southern gir}, 
Mabel Denman, the daughter of the claimant, 
and the object of the Senator's devotion; 
Secretary of State Armstrong, who is a 
lay figure; his Gaughter Josie, who 
has an atnusing habit of coining slang phrases; 
Richard Vance, the Senator’s ambitious pri- 
vate secretary, in love with Josie; Lieut. 
Schuyler,a bulling and blundering youngiman, 
whose first romance is spoiled — the girl sav- 
ing bim trom drowning, and who is disposed 
of bya dashing widow, Mre. Hitary;a sus- 
ceptible and dashing widow, who disposes of 
the Lieutenant; Count Von Stahl, an Austrian 
diplomet, who is flercelyin love with Mrs. 
Armstrong; Baron Sing Ching, an inquisitive 
member ot the Chinese legation, who es 
notes in America and serves as a buffer for 
the Senator; Isairh Sharplesse,an unsorupulous 
lobbyist; Mrs. Schuyler, a designing, middie- 
3 widow, and the Senator's servant, 
Rustus. 

The introduction of a high caste Chinaman 
is an experiment which can hardly be called 
an original success on its merits, but which 
served to make fun in relation with others. 
One of the bright and original features of the 
play was the word coining girl. 

Mr. Crane developed the compay side of the 
Senator and pictured his cyclonic energy, his 
shrewdness and large xenerosity with skill. 
This is his torte and succeeded admirably with 
the character.
